Yon Schmidt Defends His Higlits. 


EDITOR BULLETIN;— The item published 


in yonr piper ot Ihs 7th, coataiaing a pro- 
test of the people of R^no, Nov., against 
the Lake Tahoa and S m Francisco Water 
Work3<lrom .takiog-'wator from Lake Ta- 
hoe for the snpply of the city of San Fran- 
cisco or any town or city on ths line of 
•works, juet at this time, it ia very plain 
to every one whence it originate!. 


The papers •« just at this time gire ao- 


coants of the great freshets along the 
Truckee riyer. Notwithstanding the gates 
of the Lake Tahc Water Company V dam, 
at the outlet of the lake are now closed, 
the ( ntire lake will be raised six feet before 
it runs over the waste weir. Now all the 
water oar company propose to draw from 
this surface of water id less than a foot 
a year. 


It has also Veen staled, over and over 


again, that for foar months of the year, 
while the snow ia melting, the company 
have all the water [they want9] on the 
west side of tba mountains near Soda 
Springs on the South Fork of the North 
Fork of the American riverr 
Therefore, 


the Lake Tahoe and San Francisco Water 
Works will draw for only eight months 
from Lake Tahoe. 


The people along the Trnokee will always 


have water, and I will assure them that 
the company will, if necessary, at very 
dry seasons, oat a channel from the com- 
pany's second dain into the lake and 
lower it ten to fifteen feet if necessary 
So far this portion of the case is ex 
plained. 


We all know that the greater part ot 


Lake Tahoe (three-quarters) lies within 
the State of California-, nine-tenth of the 
water-shed ia also in this State. 
The 


Traokee river rana over thirty miles in 
this State before it enters Nevada, thenoe 
in an easterly and northeasterly direction 
into Pyramid lake, where it becomes alka 
lied and is not fit for use. 


Now is it possible that a city of a popu- 


lation of 350,000 alone, as San Francisco is 
to-day, shall be deprived of a mountain 
supp?y, within her own State, because a 
water company, now supplying the city, 
objects; or that a few men in the Sagebrush 
State want to see the water run to waste 
out oi spite? It does not appear that a 
few should stop a work that *ill benefit 
the whole country through 
which the 


water will be brought when wtf consider 
that the entire population of the State ol 
Nevada is only 40,000— nor do they all live 


hoje people speak of their rights, 


mt our rights and nothing more. 


The Lttke Tahoe and San Francisco 


Water Works have the first right. And I 
herewith give oar title. If anyone bus a 
better, let him coma forward or forever 
after hold his peace: 


TITLE. 


The company's title and ownership to 


the waters, and right-of-way, is acquired 
and -confirmed under and by virtue of the 
incorporation laws of the State ol Oalifor 
nia, and by an Act of Cqngresi of the 
United States, passed July 26, 1866, en 
titled '-An Aot granting the right of way to 
ditoh and canal owners, over the public 
lands, and for other purposes." At the 
second dam heretofore referred to, the 
company own by location and purchase 
from the University of the State of Oalifor 
nia, a patent to the southwest quarter o 
section 31, township 16 N., range 16 E.
